Matintcus lightship, the terrible \\n\i- 
fiijCf for 21 hours In a drifting 25-foot 
gasolene bout which had been- frozen 
out of commission by tho bitter cold, 
und th'e final rescue of tho Ice-en- 
crusted Halifax steamship ' 100. miles 
northeast of Boston lightship, was told 
by Captain Ellis of tho A. W. Perry 
and Herbert' II. Wallace of tho ill- 
fated schooner.

Thpro was ono woman among the 


rescued from tho little 'gasolene boat.

Four mon were hurried to tho Marine

Tho htiavy casing- of ice, 
which the gale and high 'waves had 
lashed over her, Vfeightcd" n'e^ down 
with :t list to starboard". " "Tiie tremen- 
dous strain of the great rollers" sprung 
ier seams, but tho big leak was over 
icr bows through the deck, 
ter, freezing:, as It dashed

"Wo had tried to work tho pumps 


aboard the sinking schooner, but the 
coal dust In tbo hold choked'" them 
and tho wind and weather froze them 
tight. 
We pumped frantically while 


we could, and when the pumps went 
out of commission, wo faced death. 


"We got away in tho small boat, tak- 


ing food and water with us. 
There 


were a can of pressed beef, a grip full 
of bread, six Jugs and two coffee pots 
of water. 
We had clothing in fcretty 


fair supply. Joseph Marshall was lil- 
ted ' out best, wearing three suits of 
underwear, two suits of clothes, three 
pairs of Eocks, a sweater, a pea Jacket, 
a suit of oil clothing- and an over- 
coat. 
Woman Prove* Beat Man 
' "Mrs. Phillips was given a place In 
the little bout which was considered 
the least uncomfortable. . She proved 
herself to be the best man of' us all 
and bore the frightful cold and hard- 
ship with an ever ready smllo of 
.cheer. 
' "The Jirst thing we did'after we put 
off in the gasolene boat was to hoist 
a signal of distress. Wednesday night 
had almost given place to Thursday A 
morning when we got out a signal t*, 
torch'and tried to thaw out the froz-L*.

fcpections have furnished 
ample 
evi- 


dence of the presence of a number of 
the most serious potato diseases ninon;; 
importations of that sta'plo from Eu- 
rope. These include the late 
blight 


disease, silver scurf, both dry and soft 
rots, common scab, and the powdery 
scab. 
: 


The germs of these diseases, the sp<\- '• 


cialists tind, may be and undoubtedly 
are, carried in the sacks In which pota- 
toes' have (stun imported from Europe. 
The sacks therefore provide a source- 
of infection to American grown pota- 
toes packed in them. 


It appears that there is a L-onsEder 


able tradis in such second hand foreign 
.potato sacks between dealers locatec 
chlofly at the Atlantic ports of entr> 
to the United States, and especially in 
New York, and potato growers of tho 
Eastern States. 


In some instances, entire shipments 


from the great 
potato 
districts 
of 


Maine to New York city 
have 
been 


made in foreign, second hand Eticks. 


Even though none of the imported 


potatoes themselves were used for seed 
purposes, which is not the case, theaa 
diseases would none the less surely, 
but more insidiously, be Introduced and 
spread through this trailic !ri second 
hand potato sacks as now conducted.
